American and Mexican 
Troops May Co-operate in 

| Chasing Bandit. 


Washington, March 20.—The de facto 
government of Mexico today proposed 
to the, United States the drafting of 
a protocol, under which American and 
Mexican troops may co-operate in run- 
ning to earth Franciseo Villa and his 
bandits, without danger of misunder- 
standing or conflict. 

The terms of such a formal conven- 
tion would be designed to meet all 
quéstions which may arise in the fu- 
ture, setting forth the rights of the 
American expeditionary forces now in 
pursuit of the bandit chieftain and the, 
nature of the co-operation expected 
from the troops of the Carranza gov- 
ernment. These facts became known 
today at the conclusion of a confer- 


ence between Eliseo Arredondo, Mexi- 
can ambassador-designate, and acting 
Secretary Polk, of the state depart- 
ment. Negotiations on the details will 
be in progress several days, but the 
two governments are in agreement on 
the general principles involved. 

The proposal for the protocol, which 
it is planned to have remain in force 
until Villa is captured, came from Mr. 
, Arredondo and was a direct result of 
the request of the United States for 
ermission to use the railway between 
ot Paso and Casas Grandes for the 
shipment of supplies to the American 
expeditionar orcés. Mr. Arredondo 
is understo to have received instruc- 
tion from General Carranza to discuss 
the request with the state department 
and to propose the agreement by which 
a complete understanding will be had 
by both governments. 
While the convention will provide 
for all matters such as the use of Mex- 
ican railroads by American troops, the 
specific request for permission to ship 
supplies from aso will be dis- 
— of separately. General Carranza 
ad asked for additional information 
upon that subject and it will be for- 
warded to him immediately. State de- 
partment officials declined to discuss. 
the nature of the information desired 
on the ground that while the negotia- 
tions are in progress they must be held 
confidential.

San Antonio, Texas, March 20.— 
Francisco Villa may be forced into a 
fight with the American troops within 
the next thitry-six ho if reports 
coming to Genera] Funston’s headquar- 
ters, Doth from General Pershing and 
from Mexican sources, are correct. Ad- 
vices from General Pershing today said 
that Villa had been reported defeated 
by Mexican government troops near 

ruces, and that he was marching 
northward, in retreat. 

General Pershing’s report was fol- 
lowed, however, by the unofficial re- 
port that Villa still was fighting at 
| Namiquipa, south of Cruces. 

If the Carranza forces win in the 
fight that was said to be continuing 
late today, Villa will have to move 
northward along a road over which a | 
detachment of American troops is rid- 
ing southward or head for the Santa 
Maria mountains that parallel the road 
to the east, or to the Oriental range, on 
the west side. Retreat, according to 
the reports, is impracticable, because 
of the presence in the rear of Mexican 
troops who forced him to turn north- 
ward from Cruceés. 

The detachment that is headed south 
om the road along which Villa was 
pore advancing is one of three 
sub-divisiong operating south of Casas 
Grandes. One column was sent toward 
Lake Babicora, 70 miles south of Casas 
Grandes, and somewhat to the west. 
The other two detachments moved as 
one to Gale south and east of Casas 
Grandes, and there separated, one con- 
tinui in a more easterly direction to- 
ward Carmen, miles from Casas 
Grandes, and the other south toward 
Cruces, 50 miles from Casas Grandes 
which now has become the advanced 
base of the expeditionary forces. 

Pershi Location Not Stated, 
Just where General Pershing is was 
not announced, but he is directing the 
operations: of the three detachments 
and by means of scouts, is attempting 
to keep in communication with them.

Nor can we*suppose that the chas- 
tisement of Villa and other bandits, if 
carried out effectively, as it. must be, 
can fail to result in the setting up of a 
stricter control, a distinctly keener over- 
sight of Mexican proceedings which di- 
rectly affect our rights. It marks the 
end of waiting, watchful or other. It 
inaugurates, or should inaugurate, a pol- 
icy of insistence upon full responsibility 
somwhere in Mexico. 


More than that, the incident, even if it 
remains only an incident, will go a long way 
toward building even a stronger and more 
extensive public opinion in behalf of the 
president's plans for national preparedness,
